fresh and detailed Information about

I pictured our

glishmen—a fte r a carefully cultivated 
period Of calm and judicial

tion characteristic of t hat 
people— 
condemned our system as the most 
autocratic and indefensible of which 
they knew.

Rooting was a deep mystery to them,

Study and scholarly research I found 
hat they have none.

anything 
from pingpong to polo, 
t die Ameri­ 
can hailing from New York and Ual 
ifornia m aintained a stable of Texas 
ponies and played the latter 
ganu 
The essential and obvious thing 
is 
th a t everybody plays something. From 
two o’clock to five o’clock in the af 
ternoon the colleges are deserted while 
the young Englishmen 
indulge 
in 
rowing, cricket and rugby. 
1 here is 
no suggestion *>f 
compulsion

<ym for freshmen and 
sophomores; 
there are no medical ex am inations: 
v.o assignments to classes for correc 
tive training.

The contests are 
almost wholly intram ural. 
Each col­ 
lege has an honorable president and an 
honorable secretary for every sport 
In these two jiersonalities are eombin 
eel the Bellmonts, W hittakers. IMsches, 
Eckdahls and Henrys of the univer­ 
sity. No Eton or H arrow boy would be 
courted and coddled and swept on to 
the cher—the racing course—because 
he hai>pened to be* a good stroke.

eoecer, tennis, la erosse, swimming or 
golf the mass of the Oxford under­ 
graduates will be engaged. 
The dons 
faculty men—are out, too; gener­ 
ally at tennis or golf, but not infre- 
quently mixing In rugby, soccer and 
cricket. 
From such a sketch one might 
conclude th a t Oxford 
had 
attained 
Bennie’s ideal of 
everyone

and no one watching. 
“T h at however, is not literally true. 
Ju st as in Texas there are three-let­ 
ter men a t Oxford who have their be­ 
ing solely for the m ajor sports.

“W hether their system, or more p r o ­ 
perly speaking, the lack of one, be 
right or wrong, it cannot l*e denied 
that Englishmen have no athletic prob­ 
lem such as stalks through the Amer­ 
ican college, largely. I believe, because 
English sports are simply managed, 
inexpensively 
maintained, 
and

versally enjoyed.
